Secretary Brynes’ dramatic offer to form an alliance to 
guarantee that the Axis does not rearm or threaten the 
world for 25 years was a deliberate move to test the sin- 
cerity of the Soviet’s conientions. They had consistently 
objected to all suggestions that they reduce their great 
garrison in the occupied territories on the ground that 
these were necessary to meet the threat of reviving Fasc- 
ism. The underlying assumption was that very soon 
America would withdraw and leave them to carry the bur- 
den of policing the cevil. 

The angry reaction of the Russian press has convinced 
our delegation that this offer effectively called the bluff 
and expoced the Soviet’s genuine purpose. This purpose 
is the opposite of co-operation to eradicate what we call 
Fascism. 

What we mean by Fascism is the predatory tyrannical 
regimes of Hitler and Mussolini.

In its desire that France should not fall under Commu- 
nist domination, the American government is not aiming at 
the formation of a Western European bloc. American pol- 
icy still has as one of its objectives the re-establishment 
‘of Europe as a group of independent democratic states. 
It has not given up hope of preventing the permanent divi- 
sion of Europe into two permanent rival blocs. Such a di- 
vision would be a lesser evil than Soviet domination of 
Western Europe. But, despite many rude rebuffs and ob- 
stacles which presently seem insuperable, the United 
States has not yet abandoned its hope of something bet- 
ter than either. 

For either the best solution, or the next best—in fact. 
for any except the worst—the recovery of France as an 
independent democratic nation is indispensable. This is 
the underlying argument for the proposed credit.

Of special interest to Upland- 
ers is the race for judge of the 
superior court, office number 3. 
Archie Mitchell, city attorney of 
Ontario and well-known in Up- 
land, is running against Dan C. 
A. Smith and R. Bruce Findlay. 
He is the only Chaffey district 
representative seeking office on 
the bench. 


The race for sheriff has aroused 
wide interest here and else- 
where in the county. James W. 
Stocker, who has been with the 
sheriff's department for a num- 
ber of years, has been conducting 
an intense campaign against the 
incumbent, Sheriff EH.
